Introducing Smoked Turkey 
People who have never eaten smok­ 
ed turkey have a treat in store for 
them. And while smoking a turkey 
requires more time than just roast-! 
ing one, tile finished product pays big 
dividends, according to George P. Mc­ 
Carthy, poultry husbandman for the! 
A. & M. College Extension Service and 
Nora Ellen Elliott, extension special­ 
ist in food preparation, 
.'Curing the turkey is the first step.1 
Prepare the turkey for roasting, re­ 
moving the tendons from the legs, and 
cool the bird over night. Then make! 
a brine solution containing six pounds 
of salt, three pounds of sugar, three 
ounces of salt peter, and four and 
one-half gallons of water. This mix­ 
ture is sufficient to cover two turkeysl 
packed in an 8 gallon crock. Should 
you desire to cure more than two lur-; 
keys make sufficient brine to cover 
all of them. Be sure to use an earthen-! 
ware crock. The size will be determin- j 
ed by the number of turkeys to bo 
cured. Submerge the birds and weight! 
them down to see that all parts are 
covered by the mixture. Then place in 
a cooling vault with a temperature of 
34 to 38 degrees F. for two weeks.
